Dr. Smith made a most interesting 
and most important report. He went 
over the ice cream question and showed 
how it should be inspected and what 
standard should be made for it. This is 
to be done to protect people frem the 
stuff that is sometimes*sold by ped- 
dlers and which is not pure. It will 
also make all dealers keep a pure Sup- 
ply of cream on hand. 

The doctor then talked about the 
mosquito question and that brought up 
the water question and he stated that 
the city, owed it to the people to pro- 
tect them from bad water and water 
shortage. He said that the board ougat 
to look over the watershed and see its 
condition and ascertain what ought to 
be done to protect it. 

The board was thoraughliy agreed 
upon this.and in the near future a trip 
will be made along the banks of the 
Chattahoochee river and the watershed | 
will be inspected.

Judge Must Serve the People. 


“He must senve the people; but he 
must serve his own conscfence first. . All 
| honor to such a@ judge; and all honor 
cannot be rendered equally to his breth- 
ren who fall immeasurably below the 
high ideals for which he stands. Un- 
truthful criticism is wicked at all times, 
and whoever may be the object; but it 
isa peculiarly flagrant iniquity when a 
judge is the object. No man should 
lightly criticise a judge; no man should, 
even in his own find, condemn a judge 
unless he is sure of the facts. Ifa judge 
is assailed for Standing against popular 
and above all for standing against 
iolence, all honorable men should 
rally instantly ‘to his support. Never- 
theless if he clearly fails to do his 
duty by the public in dealing with law- 
breaking corporations, law- breaking 
men of wealth, he must expect to feel 
the weight of public opinion; and this 
is but right, for except in extreme cases 
this is the only way in Which he can 
be reached at all. No sefvant of the 
people has a right to expect to be free 
from just and honest criticism. 

“The opponents of the measures we 
champion single out now one and now 
another measure for especial attack, and 
speak as if the movement in which we 
are engageq was purely economic. It 
has a large economic side, but it is 
fundamentally an ethical movement. It 
ts not a movement to be completed in 
one year, or two or three years; it is a 
movement which must be persevered in 
until the spirit which lies behind it sinks 
deep into the heart and the conscience of 
the whole people. It is always important 
to choose the right means to achieve 
our purpose, but it is even more impor- 
tant to keep this purpose clearly before 
us; and this purpose is to secure 
national honesty in business and in 
politics, We do not subscribe to the 
cevnical belief that dishonesty and un- 
fair dealing are essential to business 
success, and are to be condoned when 
the success is moderate and applauded 
when the succesg is great. 


Standard Oil Immorality. 


“The methods by which the Standard 
Oil people and those engaged in the 
other combinations of which I have 
spoken aobve have, achieveg great for- 
tunes can only be justified by the ad- 
vocacy of a system of morality which 
would also justify every form of 
criminality on the part of a labor union, 
and every form of violence, corruption 
and fraud, from murder to bribery and 
Lallot box stuffing in politics. We are 
trying to secure equality of opportunity 
for all; and the struggle for honesty 
is the same whether it is made on be- 
half of one set of men or of another. 
In the interest of the small settlers and 
landowners, and against the embittered 
opposition of wealthy owners of huge 
wandering flocks of sheep, or of cor- 
perations desiring to rob the people of 
coal and timber, we strive to put an 
end to the theft of public land in the 
west. When we do this, and protest 
against the action of all men, whether 
in public life or in prtvate life, who 
either take part in or refuse to try to 
stop such theft, we are really engaged 
in the same policy as when we endeavor 
to put a stop to rebates or to prevent 
the upgrowth of uncontrolled monop-{ 
olies. Our effort is simply to enforce 
the principles of common honesty and 
common sense. It would indeed @e 11] 
for the country should there bé any halt 
in our work. 

“The laws must fn the futtre be ad- 
ministered as they are now being ad- 
ministered, so that the department of 
justice may continue to be, what it now 
Is, in very fact the department of jus- 
tice, where so far as our ability pernrits 
justice is meted out with an even hand 
to great and small, rich and poor, weak 
and strong. Moreover, ‘there shoulg be 
no delay in supplementing the laws now 
on the statute books by the enactment 
of further legislation as outlined tn the 
message I sent to the congress on its 
assembling. Under the existing laws 
much. very much, has been actually ac- 
complished during the past six vears, 
and it has been shown by actual ex- 
perience that they can be enforced 
against the wealthiest corporation and 
the richest and most powerful man- 
ager or manipulator of that corpora- 
tion, as rigorously and fearlessly as 
against the humblest offender. Above 
all, they have been enforced against the 
very wrongdoers and agents of wrong- 
doers who have for so many years gone 
scot free and flouted the laws with 
impunitys against great law-defying 
corporations of immense wealth, which, 
until within the last -half-dozen years, 
have treated themselves and have ex- 
pected others to treat them as being 
beyond and above all possible check 
from law. } 

“It is especially neceSsarvy to secure 
to the representatives of the national 
zovernment full power to deal with 
the great corporations engaged In in- 
terstate commerce, and above all, with 
the great Interstate common carriers. 
Our people should clearly recognize that 
while there are difficulties in any 
course of conduct to be followed in 
ccealing with these great corporations, 
‘he difficulties must be faced, and one 
of three courses followed. 


No Reactionary Policies. 


“The first course is to abandon all 
effort to oversee and control their ae. 
tions In the interest of the general pub- 
clic ang to permit a return to the utter 
lack of control which would obtain if 
they were left to the common law. I 
do not for one moment believe that 
our people would tolerate this position. 
The extraordinary growth of modern 
industrialism, has rendered the common 
law, which grew up under and was 
adapted to deal with totally different 
conditions, in Many respects {inadequate 
to deal with the new conditions. These 
new conditions make it necessary to

may be adequately protected, Gnd that 
at the same time those who holg ‘it 
trav be prevented from wrongdoing. 
“The second and third courses are to 
have the regulation undertaken either 
by the nation or by the states. Of 
course in any event both the national 
government and the several state gov- 
ernments must do each its part, and 
each can do a certain amount that the 
other cannot do, while the only really 
satisfactory results must be obtained 
by the representatives of the national 
aud state governments working heartily 
together within their respective spheres. 
But in my judgment thoroughgoing and 
satisfactory control can in the end only 
be obtained by the action of the nation- 
al government, for almost all the cor- 
porations of enormous wealth—that Is, 
the corporations which it is especially 
desirable to control-~are engageg in in- 
terstate commerce, and derive their 
power and their importance not from 
that portion of their business which is 
intrastate, but from the interstate busi- 
ness. It {fs not easy always to decide 
just where the Ime of demarcation be- 
tween the two kinds of business falis. 
This ling must ultimately be drawn by 
tne federal courts. Much of the effort 
te secure adequate control of the great 
corporations by state action has‘ been 
wise and effective, but much of it has 
been neither; for when the effort is 
made to accomplish by the action of the 
state what can only be accomplished by 
the action of the nation, the result can 
only be disappointment, and in the end 
the law will probably be declared un- 
constitutional. So likewise in the 
national arena, we who belleve in the 
measures herein advocated are ham- 
pered and not aided by the extremists 
who advocate action so violent that it 
would either be useless or else would 
cause more mischief than it would 
remedy. e 
Federal Authority Exists. 


“In a recent letter from a learned 
judge of the supreme court of one of 
the gulf states, ihe writer speaks .as 
foilows: 

““*In all matters pertaining to inter- 
state commerce the authority .of the 
national government already exists and 
does not have to be acquired, and the 
exercise of this existing authority can 
be {n no sense a usurpation of, or in- 
fringement upon, the rights of the 
states. On the contrary, had the fed- 
eral government given this question 
more attention in the past and applied a 
vigorous check to corporate abuses, 
conditions would now be better, be- 
cause the states would have had fewer 
real or imaginary grievances and have 
had less cause not only to attempt the 
exercise of the authority reserved to 
the national government, but to act 
without proper moderation in matters 
pecullarly within their own provinces. 
The national government has been re- 
miss in the past, but even at this late 
day it can solve this problem, and the 
sooner the national authority is exer- 
cised the less apt are the states to take 
action which will represent encroach- 
ment upon the national domain. There 
is a field of operations for both pow- 
ers, and plenty alike for national and 
state governments to do in order to 
protect both the people ang the public 
utilities. The line of demarcation be- 
tween federal and state authority can 
and should be speedily settled by the 
federal courts. The fact that’ the 
national government has omitted to ex- 
ercise the authority conferred upon it 
by the interstate commerce claus4 of the 
constitution has made the statés res- 
tive under what they deem corporate 
abuses, and in some cases has probably 
stimulated them to go too far in the at- 
tempt to correct these abuses, with the 
result that all measures which they 
passed, good or bad, have been held 
up by the federal courts. The necessary 
equitable and uniform regulation can 
not. be obtained by the separate action 
of the states, but only by the affirma- 
tive action of the national government.’ 


Conflict of Jurisdiction, 


“This is an appeal by a high state 
judge, alarmed, as good citizens should 
be alarmed, by conflicts over the mat- 
ter of jurisdiction, and by the radical 
action advocated by honest people 
smarting from a sense of injury re- 
ceived from corporations; which Injury 
the federal courts forbid the states to 
try to remedy, while the federal gov- 
ernment nevertheless refrains from 
itself taking adequate measures to pro- 
vide a remedy. It cannot too strongly 
be insisted that the defenders and 
apologists of the great corporations, 
who have sought in the past and still 
seek to prevent adequate action by the 
federal government to control these 
great corporations, are not only prov- 
ing false to the people, but are laying 
up a day of wrath for the great cor- 
porations themselves. The nation will 
not tolerate an utter lack of control 
over very wealthy men of enormous 
power in the industrial, and therefore 
in the social, lives of-all our people, 
some of whom have shown themselves 
cynically and bPitally indifferent to the 
interests of the people; and if congress 
does not act, with good-tempereg and 
eensible but resolute thoroughness, in 
cutting out the evils and in providing 
an effective supervision, the result is 
certain to be action on the part of the 
separate states, sometimes wise, some- 
times ill-judged and extreme, someté4mes 
unjust and dam&ging to the railroads 
or other corporations, more often inef- 
fective from every standpoint, because 
the federal courts declare it. uncon- 
stitutional. 


Prosperity Is Assured. 


“We have just passed through two 
months of acute financial stress. At 
any such time itis a sad fact that en- 
tirely innocent people suffer from no 
fault of thetr own; and every one must 
feel the keenest sympathy  for,.the 
large body of honest business men, of 
honest investors, of honest wagework- 
ers, who suffer because involved in a 
crash for which they are in no way 
responsible. At such a time there is a 
natural tendency on the part of many 
men to feel gloomy and frightened at 
the outlook; but there !{s no justifica- 
tion for this feeling. There 1s no na- 
tion so absolutely sure of ultimate 
success as ours. Of course we shall 
succeed. Our’s is a nation of masterful 
energy, with a continent for its do- 
main, and it feels within its veins the 
thrill which comes to those who know 
that they possess the future. We are 
not cast down by the fear of falilurer 
We are upheld by the confident hope of 
ultimate triumph. The wrongs that ex- 
ist are to be corrected; but they In no 
way justify doubt as to the final out- 
come, doubt as to the great material 
prosperity of the future, or of the 
lofty spiritual life which ts to be bullt 
upon that prosperity as a foundation. 
No misdeeds done in the present must 
be permitted to shroud from our eyes 
the glorious future of the nation; but 
because of this very fact it behooves us 
never to swerve from our resolute pur- 


hold what is right. 
Not Responsible for Panic. 


“Tt do not for a moment believe that 
the actions of this administration have 
brought on business distress; so far as 
this is due to local and not world-wide 
causes, and to the actions of any par- 
ticular individuals, it is due to the 
speculative folly and flagrant dishon- 
esty of a few men of great wealth, who 
seek to shield themselves from the 
effects of their own wrongdoing by 
ascribing its results to the actions of 
those who have sought to put a stop 
to the wrongdoing. But if it were true 
that to cut out rofttenness from the 
body politic meant a momentary check 
to an unhealthy seeming prosperity, I 
should not for one moment hesitate to 
put the knife to tke corruption. On 
behalf of all our peopte, on behalf no 
less of the honest man of means-than 
of the honest man who earns each day’s 
livelihoood by that day’s sweat of his 
brow, it is necessary to insist upon 
honesty in business and politics, alike, 


in all walks of life, in pig things and in 


little things; upon just and fair deni- 
ing as between man and man. Those 
who demand this are striving for the 
right in the spirit of Abraham Lincoln 
when he said: 

“‘*Fondly’ do we hope, fervently do

It is my opinion that the act of 1906 re- 
peals those sections” fTie code relative to 
the appointment of inspectors by the ordl- 
naries of the several counties and perhaps 
the provisions relative to the appointment by 
city and town authorities, and even as to 
them, modifies or repeals the law which 
would conflict with the authority conferred 
by the act of 190€ upon the commissioner of 
agriculture. I am very strongly inclined to 
the opinion that the purpose of the act was to 
confer exclusive jurisdiction ppon the de- 
partment of agriculture and repeals at least 
all conflicting laws on the subject. 


Speaking of the foregoing, 
sioner Hudson sald: 


I do not inocline to the idea that it is my 
province or duty to step into the muntcipali- 
ties and appoint the class of food inspectors 
maintained by them. It is my idea that the 
cities and this department should work in 
harmony and a spirit of cooperation rather. 
Of course, 1 believe it is our duty to fix 
standards for foods, for both human and 
beast, and then the cities can make dealers 
conform to this standard. 

I am impressed with the idea that nothing 
is more impottant in the pure food crusade 
than complete and adequate inspection of 
meats of all kinds. Te use of dangerous 
preservatives should be hunted out, and these 
who use them punished severely. It is the

Petitions Are Signed. 

Petitions, signed by many of the 
wholesale and retail houses of the city, 
calling for the retention of the fair 
building's in Piedmont park, and another 
state fair in Atlanta this fall, will be 
presented to the park board. 

Yesterday during all of that hard rain 
those interested in having another state 
fair this fall were plod?'-~ «ahbout over 
the city with lengthy petitions calling 
for the signatures of those who wish 
the buildings to be left standing for 
another fair this fall. 

Retail merchants along Peachtree and 
Whitehall streets signed this vretition 
and wholesale merchants were equally 
as ready to affix their signatures to the 
paper. 

A committee headed by President H. 
H. Cabaniss, of the Atlanta Fair Asso- 
ciation and eScretary Weldon will go; 
before the park board and ask that the 
buildings be left standing. 

Captain W. G. Raoul, one of +*> lead- 
ing exponents of the “City Beuautifnl’ 
idea, will head a delegation to urge the 
city to convert at once Piedmont park 
into the purpose for which it was pur- 
chased, a beautiful city park. 

There are a number of north side resi- 
dents who share Captain Raoul’s views 
in the matter and wil] back him up in 
his stand.

One View of the Question. 

Editor Constitution: When the committee 
from the meeting of citizens held at the 
champer of commerce last summer appeared 
hefore the board of park commissioners to 
urge that board to discontinue the holding of 
any fairs at Piedmont park and open the 
park for pleasure and recreation we under- 
atood that the board was unanimous that the 
park should be opened for that purpose after 
the fair was held last fall. This magnificent 
property was donated iargely by  pubilc- 
spirited citizens with the written agreement, 
understanding that it be used for park pur- 
poses. 

The property now remains idle eleven and 
a half months tn the year tn order to hold a 
fair for two weeks. We don't think this was 
the intention of those who aided in inducing 
the city to accept tRe property. 

A park is greatly needed and those who 
are deeply interested in the movement to 
make Piedmont park a permanent place for 
recreation and pleasure now make an appeal 
to the authorities “to establish this as a 
place where men, women and children can lay 
aside their cares and find rest and pleasure 
among the beauties of nature. We think the 
park should be established as a fact and that 
the agreement between those who gave it and 
the city earried out.

Hitchcock, acting postmaster general, 
and recites the fact that the depart- 
ment keeps no recordof® the arrivals and 
trains other than 


that kept by railway postal clerks, who 
are required to note on their daily re- 
port the time of departure of their 
trains from {initial points and the time 
of arrival of the termini of the routes 
of if any mail train runs where such 
a run is less than a route, and by trans- 
fer clerks stationed at !mportant rail- 
road centers. who give similar informa- 
tion on their daily reports. 

The railroad companies, however, are 
required to submit under oath in ac- 
cordance with order issued August 3, 
1906. a statement showing in detail the 
faflures to comply with their contract. 

This includes a statement of the num- 
ber of trains carrying the malls which 
have arrived thirty or more minufes 
late as often as ten ttmes during @ 
quarter. Upon this sworn statement 
of the railroads fines are assessed and 
a record of the amounts arg kept by 
the department. 

The statement of the deductions from 
the pay of the railroads carrying the 
mails in and through Georgia during 
the period from July |, 1906, to Septem- 
ber 30, 1907, because of delays, shows 
that a total deduction of $19,751.98 
was made. Of this amount $3,331.34 
was remitted because of unavoidable 
accidents and conditions pleaded ex- 
cuses by the railroads. The net amount 
deducted during the whole period was, 
therefore, $16,420.48.

It is, in short, a logical summary of one of the most significant epochs 
tn American history;:one which, {n its wide-spreading influence upon the 
evolution of the national destiny will take its place in impartance by the 
side of the revolutionary and the civil wars, save that this latest'revolution 
is a bloodless one. 

Reading with unbiased mind and accurate memory the narrative-epitome 
of the president, the American of normal intelligence sees at once that he 
is merely pleading for laws and regulations which, if applied before, would 
have averted the depression and demoralization incident to the panic of the 


The manifest evils of overcapitalization, of boundless power ruthlessly 


of public confidence. 

All that the president asks is for measures which will eliminate these 
definite menaces and make impossible their recurrence. He shows that 
his policies are not retroactive. In the matter of overcapitalization, for in- 
stance, he demonstrates that these values, however unfair and fictitious, are 
already fixed. No attack can be made upon them without injuring thousands 
of innocent stockholders, and no attack will be made upon them. The opera- 
tion of his policies applies to the present and the future, not to the Irre- 
vocable past. He asks for power to make assurance doubly sure that in the 
future the money of investors will be applied to the legitimate development, 
maintenance and improvement of big properties; not diverted into sky-high 
dividends nor the channels of wild, illegal and criminal “high finance.” 

The president reiterates with emphasis that interetate business must 
be regulated by the federal government. It alone possesses the undisputed 
power to reach the abuses that are obvious and that the states, in hopeless 
conflict of laws, are unable to eradicate effectually. In asking that the 
interstate commerce commission be given power to adjust rates and prac- 
tices on its own initiative, he declares that many rates are now too low 
and that if there is to be any inequality, it is better that it should be on 
the side of overliberality rather than niggardly returns, else money cannot 
be obtained for the improvement and extension of the railroads. We do not 
see how the most captious critic can find fault with this phase of the 
president's reasoning. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s position on the evils of stock and cotton market gam- 
bling is clear and unequivocal. He concedes that the existence of markets, 
in a legitimate sense, is absolutely necessary to the operations of commerce 
and industry. But he does not hesitate to declare that the telegraph and 
the mails should be denied to firms or individuals whose practices cannot 
be differentiated from the ethics of the gambling table at Monte Carlo. The 
“bucket-shop” element must go, he says, and the people of Georgia, who 
have banished it from their borders, will heartily echo his vigorous declara- 
tion. 

We are a prosperous and a righteous nation, as a whole, the president 
shows. At the last analysis, it is only a question of whether we are going 
to cut out the small speck of corruption which, undisturbed, may infect the 
whole body politic. He could not have chosen a more propitious time to 
reiterate the conservative yet uncompromising program of his adminictra- 
tion: and he could not have displayed a more courageous or fairer spirit in 
the discharge of a task which many public men would have broached with 
ineffectual tameness or inflaming exaggeration.

The Passing of Ouida. : 


“She went to her grave, followed only 
by her faithful dogs.”’ 

That is a line in the dispatches nar- 
rating the burial of the famous novel- 
ist, “Ouida.’’ It is sought from the 
dreary and bleak spectacle thus created 
to stir the pathos of the reader ane 
to impress him with the ever-transient 
nature of the glories of this world, 
when they are expressed in the fickle 
fidelity of literatury fame. 

We are not so sure of this remarkable 
old woman’s clear title to sympathy, 
founded on such a premise. 

It may be thet her spirit, ever given 
to melodrama and to the vivid contrasts 
which make life and literature alike 
tragic, would have found a grim satis- 
faction in this last evidence of her dis- 
like for human commiseration; a satiri- 
cal humor which, to the last, rejected 
the companionship of men and women 
and sought sanctuary in the wunob- 
trusive, unquestioning faithfulness of 
these dumb beasts. 

It is difficult to say 
and with certitude. 

“Oulda’’ made and squandered far- 
tunes. Her first novel, ‘Under Two 
Falgs,’" made her independently wealthy. 
it absolutely dominated the romantic 
world of its day. Even now, the senti- 
mental school girl and the dreamy 
young man find an engrossing pleasure 
in the haps and mishaps and the final 
tragedy of “‘Cigarette,’’ the tempestuous 
little camp-follower, and the lithe, high- 
minded ‘“‘Bertie.’’ 

Subsequent books confirmed her hold 
On the public affections and brought her 
additional wealth. But the woman was 
entirely incapable of keeping that which 
came into her treasury. The golden 
stream trickled through ‘her fingers with 
a fluency that left nothing for the tra- 
ditional “rainy day,” or for the un- 
productive years of old age. 

When poverty overtook her for the 
last time, there were innumerable offers 
of assistance. The British government 
and the French, if we are not mistaken, 
wanted to pension her. The offers from 
private sourceg mubtiplied to the day of 
her death. To all, she turned the scorn- 
ful rejection of a morbid pride. She 
had her will. She died in obscure want. 
Her doks were her sole companions. 

Was it a natural ruggedness and soll- 
tariness of spirit, or merely the spirit 
of melodrama which breathes through 
her beoks?

A call to this effect was sent out by 
Hugh L. Cardoza, general representa- 
tive for the Wells circuit of twenty the- 
aters throughout the gouth, last night. 

The sessions of the Managers are to 
be held in the convention hall of the 
Piedmont hotel. 

It was originally intended to call the 
meeting for next Monday, but the com- 
mittee of managers in charge of the 
arrangements for the gathering were ad- 
vised by communications from a great 
majority of the theater people of Vir- 
ginia, North and South Carolina, Ala- 
bama, Georgia, TIouisiana, Kentucky, 
Mississippi and parts of Illinois and 
Arkansas that Monday would not be a 
convenient date, hence the change to 
Thursday. This wil, be the first meet- 
ing of business men interested in things 
theatrical ever held in the south. ‘16 
recent organization of producing man- 
agers, who will use their influence in 
getting better rates, has suggested the 
meeting and it is thought great good 
will result, and that arrangements will 
be effected that will serve to continue 
the visits of the large theatrical com- 
binations the rest of this season and 
during next season, 

It is a matter of record that a great 
many shows have cancelled engage- 
ments in the south because of the in- 
crease in rates over the schedule of 
past seasons. 

Jake Wells, the general manager of 
the Wells circuit of twenty-two south- 
ern theaters; H. L. DeGive, of the De- 
Give theaters, and W. A. Sheetz, of the 
Vendome, Nashville, form the special 
committee arranging for the gathering.

REPORT OF WEEK’S TRADE.

Commercial Agencies Say 
an Improvement. 


New York 31.—R. 
& Co.'s weekly of 
morrow will say: 

“Seasonable weather and a further 
increaee in the percentage of active 
machinery combined to improve the 
trade situation, although there is still 
a large number of unemployed, and 
dealers proceed cautiouslly in prepar- 
ing for future busirress. Prices of com- 
modities have declined on the. whole, 
yet products of the leading Industries 
are fairly well maintained. Mercan- 
tile collections are irregular, despite 
the ease in the money market, 

“More-iron and steel plants Rave re- 
sumed, and the outidok is bDrighter, 
even railway equipment aftracting more 
attention. The situation is better be- 
cause of the extent to whiche con- 
sumers seek prompt delivery, indicat- 
ing that the recent season of canserva- 
tism has nearly exhausted stocks, and 
euggesting that when confidence is ful- 
ly restored a vast tonnage of deferred 
business will be placed. 

“Textile markets are still somewhat 
unsettled, cotton goods having to con- 
tend with erratic variations in the raw 
material, in addition to other ,disturb- 
ing influences. In some directions there 
is more activity. but in some cages 
there are frequent inquiries without 
actual transactions. © Consummation of 
much’ business seems ‘to be. postponed 
by the question of price. Manufactur- 
ers have more confidence in values and 
are sustained by the pressure for quick 
shipment. Aside from a few bulk Or- 
ders for men’s wear, the woollen goods 
market is still conservative and there 
is no  dispoeition to manufacture be- 
yond the business in sight. 

“Most buyers have left the, Boston 
shoe market without placing customary 
contracts, manufacturers who have se- 
cured even 
being the exceptions, 

“Leather is lull and weak, 
heavy stock, which is very scarce, 
the hide market strength is 
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
